Following a custom hallowed by 
time, we are here to-day “filled with 
isiet end precious memories." ol onr 
dead heroes, to encircle their immor- 
tal brows with garlands, and deck 
their graves with the loveliest flowers 
of spring, watered with tears of love 
aad oi sorrow. 

It has been Mid that great names 
and grt at deeds never perish, and I 
believe no greater names have ever, 
or will ever, in all the (ulurc ages 
adorn the pages of history, than those 
of the great chieftains, upon both 
sides, in our civil war. 

The Grand Army ol the Republic — 
(he child —the creature — ol a war of 
principles, and not of conquest, ac- 
complished more, in behalf ol liberty 
and humanity, than had been accom- 
plished by all the other armlee of all 
the world from the beginning ol time, 
and its heroic deeds will live forever 
in the memory ol all lutnre genera- 
tions. 

It is well lor us, occasionally, in 
these later years, when the clouda ol 
passion have been dispelled, to revert 
to the c.awt ol a war, between tooth- 
ers of the same country, and see II we 
cannot justify them both, giving each 
onr his due meed oi praise, and oblit- 
erate liora memory's tablets, all rec- 
olleciona ol the unforlnnste bitter- 
ness that once filled men's souls. 

The conflict in which they en- 
gaged wss Inevitable. The people ol 
the North and the people ot the South, 
while composing one great nslion, 
were drilting aa far apart as the poles. 
The people of the South were wedded 
to a sj stem which waa theirs by in- 
heritance, and the people of the North 
(o others, which was theirs by inher- 
itance 

Each system was diametrically op- 
posed to the other. The people on 
both sides conscientiously believed as 
God gave them the power of discern- 
ment, to ace the right in the justice ol 
their esnse, but a nation thus divided 
•gainst itself could not live. 

No civil couit could decide, and 
thna settle, the momentous questions 
Involved, and we were left, and drill- 
ed almost ol our own volition, into, 
the court of last lesoit, liotn which 
there ia no appeal, the arbitrament 
ol the swoid. 

Patriots and statesmen on both 
sides, seeing Iheaalul consequence 
of the coming storm, and tearing the 
wreck and rutn that must follow in tta 
wake, lifted up their voicea to stay its 
coming* The sage ol Ashland, who 
had retired to private lite to spend hit 
declining years, once more entered 
that great torum of the world, the 
senate ol the United States, *bd stand- 
ing in his place iu a speech, which 
the historian tells us, “lor power, pa- 
thos and patriotic sentiment, has set- 
dou, ll ever been excelled,” he said. 

“I Implore geutleman, I abjure 
them whether for the South or the 
North by all they hold dear in this 
world— by all their love ol liberty— 
by all their veneration for their an- 
cestors— bv all their gratitude to Him 
who has bestowed on them such un- 
numbered and counties blessings — by 
all the duties which they own to them- 
selves, to pause, solemnly to pause at

“The dance exists on pnrely a basis 
of passion. Dancing is nothing bat a 
secondary love feast Ret to music. It 
originated in a Paris brothel. If the 
young people are : bound to go to the 
ballroom they shonld take their part- 
ner, the devil, and pass on to their 
passion pleasure wilhont dragging 
him through the church. Most men 
dance for the hug and rot for the 
sake of the dance, 

“The religion that is most pleasing 
to the men ol to-day ia the one which 
Is regulated to suit their worldly fan- 
cies. 

“Cards were invented to satisfy the 
whims oi an idiotic king, and they 
have since been the means ol unbal- 
ancing the minds oi hundreds ol 
thoussnds of unfortunates.

The low- 
est down tascal in the community iaa 
dancing Methodist. It does not take 
long to ent the corners off the r qua re 
dance and make it a round dance.

GIVES AWAY NICKELS 



Method Adopted ty a Storekeep 
er to Attract the Notice 
of Buyers. 



A shopkreper is this year calling 
the attention ot customer* and those 
be desires aa snch to bis wares by a 
novel method. The perron to whom 
it is addressed receives a well filled 
envelope, with no external markings 
to indicate ita contents, bnt up in the 
left hand corner of the envelope are 
printed the words: “The five cents is 
inside ” 

The appearance of the envelope, to- 
gether with the notice, is calculated 
to induce curiosity at once. The 
statement that tke five centals inside 
is true, for on opening the letter a 
bright new nickle ol 1902 date la 
fonnd tucked away between the mid- 
dle pages of a pamphlet 

The explanation given in the pam- 
phlet is that the srnder ia not a steal- 
er of other people's time, and that la 
it waa calculated that the recipient 
would use up five cents’ worth ol hia 
own time in reading the shopkeep- 
ers’ story, the latter had decided to 
be honest and pay lor the time used 
or “ purchased, “ aa he pats it, and he 
therefore inclosed a nickle in pay- 
ment. 

Whether the method pays the shop- 
keeper, ia not yet a settled question. 
— New York Sun. 



The terms by which the war in 
South Africa ia ended are creditable to 
both aides. England assumes the en- 
tire cost, not only pledging itselt not 
to levy 4 war tax on the Transvaal, 
bnt agreeing to allow the Boer com- 
batants (15,000,000 to restore their 
(arms. While the Boers give np the 
arms and munitions they have in the 
field, they are permitted to keep rifles 
in tbeir hornet for protections. Pris- 
oners will be returned at the cost of 
the British government, and none 
will be punished nnlesa for violation 
of the rnlea of war. The main con- 
cession ol the Boers is the recognition 
of the sovereignty of King Edward. 
They are promised self-government, 
under this limitation, aa soon as it is 
practicable. Tbc'colonlal rebels will 
at least not be visited with capital 
punishment These terms are the 
best the Boers could reasonably ex- 
pect, and they are wise not to prolong 
a war that, in spite of temporary 
successes, wonid lead to their own 
extermination.

San Fraseiaro. June - 7 —Upward ot 
1 ojo lives have been lo-t and hall of 
the city oi Katalhulrn, Guatemala, 
has been deslioyrd by the eiup.iott of 
Tarana volcano, arctmling to < dviccs 
received here today hy tile Chilean 
steamer Peleua, Irom Valparaiso and

X-Ray Machine. 

Messrs. C. P. Nowlin, Addis Pate, 
Dr. L. B. Bean, the editor ol The Her- 
ald and the editor ol this paper, are 
indebted to Dr. B. W. Ford for a ape- 
dal exhibition, Monday night, ol the 
mysteries ol his new X-ray machine. 
This machine, II not the most useful, 
la, at least,' the most wonderful of the 
electrical inventlona. The electricity 
lor the operation ol this machine is 
developed by a number of rotating 
glass discs, which set the molecolea 
of the air In the closed box, in motion 
and the molecular friction develops 
the electricity which Is conveyed to 
the Crook's tobe by conductors. The 
Crook’s tube Is an oblong glass 
tpherold containing a vacuum, which 
when charged, gives ofl a pale green- 
ish, yellow light, called the X ray.
